whereby high-powered finance, the 
British government and the United 
States Shipping Board have wreck­ 
ed the American 
merchant 
ma­ 
rine. 
Goes Bark To 1902 
The Post goes back to 1902 when 
it says, Pierpont Morgan, the elder, 
organized tne 
International Mer­ 
cantile Marine, 
a 
combination of 
seven British merchant line- under 
an 
American 
holding 
company. 
The Post 
calls 
this 
*• a clever 
•scheme 
first 
to 
pour American 
funds into English shipping inter­ 
ests, all the time, actually to pro­ 
tect British shipping interests from 
American aggression.” 
After the World War, 
the paper 
continues, the Shipping Board op­ 
erated tire Lcviatthan 
and 
other 
vessels and 
they 
“ constituted 
a 
menace to British shipping.” When 
Congress decided to sell the fleet 
in 1929, the I. M. M. bid for it, but 
it went to the high bidders.
